STATE RIGHTS <AND STATE WRONGS. 
; The necessity of amending the law fela- 
tive to the final count of the Presidential 
vote is admitied. .Searcely less apparent is 
the expediency of providing by a coustitu- 
tional amendment -for thoroughness and 
uniformity in the proceedings of States rel- 
ative to all Federal elections, and to all 
local elections Which, as in the case of a 
Legislature, have an indirect bearing on 
Federal affairs, Events in 1876 bronght 
into prominence one of the dangers inherent 
in the last stage of a contest for the. Presi- 
dency. “But the danger extends much ‘far- 
ther. There is more likelihood of inefficien- 
ey or fraud in the action of the machinéry 
provided by the States, respectively, for the 
counting of the popular vote, than at any 
other stage of a hotly-contested elestion.. 
Yet it. is here that State authority is abso- 
lute, and that the action of its returning 
board—whether called by that or.any other 
name—may most effectually frustrate: the 
“popular will: Of course, any legislation 
now »thought of at Washington aims 
at correcting wrongs .that».may be 
alleged: in connection with the prepara- 
tion of returns, as well as for providing 
against conflicting pretensions in Congress. 
But the machinery of the States is under 
the sole control of the States, and Federal 
legislation, however carefully devised, must 
leave the most glaring opportunities for par- 
tisan irregularity and injustice untouched. 
Each State will still have authority over the 
tribunal intrusted with the 'yital business of 
revising and counting the returns ; and the 
tribunals will still vary as essentially in 
their trustworthiness as in their compdési-' 
tion, Jn the common interest of the Union, 
it is desirable to rectify this anomalous con- 
Aition of things. he importance of provid- 
ing. adequately’ for possible disputes at 
Washington .is not greater than the impor-. 
tance of preventing roguery in the doings 
of the. re body. whatever it be, ‘to 
which each State has referred the duty of 
making the returns. More than ordinary 
legislation is needed to overcome te! dif- 
fieulty. 

The Federal Section laws are an sitenaat 
to regulate'in the general interest the con- 
duct of Congressional elections, and the. 
hostility ‘evinced ‘by certain classes to the 
methods employed are the best’ proof of 
their comparative efficiency. There is, how- 
‘ever, no good reason, save that of ‘onstita- 
tional limitation, why. the application ’ of 
such methods should stop where it does, 
Federal authority is as much concerned in 
the integrity. of the Legislature by. whom a.

‘t THE SPEAKERSHIP. 


Among the few references to State affairs 
made in the Saratoga platform. was. the 
following: ‘‘Moneyed and transportation 
Gonipanies are not alone the works of pri- 
vate enterprise, but are created for public 
nse, and, with due regard to vested rights, 
it io-the clear province and thé plain duty of 
the State so to supervise and regulate such 
corporations as to secure the just. and im- 
partial treatment of all interested.” The 
most important question before the Legis- 
lature of -1880 will be how this task is. to 
be -performed; the reputation . which 
that, Legislature will leave behind it will 
be mainly determined by its success or 
failure in compelling the great corporations 
of the State'to perform their entire duty to 
the public. The. selection of the commit- 
tees in both houses. will have’s great deal 
to do with shaping the policy: of the Legis- 
lature in regard to the corporations which, 
in ‘the past, have enjoyed a dangerous 
amount of influence over the work of the 
session. In the Assembly, where the busi- 
ness is much more under the control of the 
standing committees than in the Senate, it 
is of, the last importance, both to the party 
and the public, that a fair-minded, honest, 
and independent man should have the se- 
lection of these committees. There may, 
and ‘probably will be, a majority of the 
House ready,*as it was lJast year, to set 


aside the regular committee ‘when special 


work is needed which it ‘is obviously an- 
fitted to perform, But as the, important 
work of next Legislature will be affirm- 
ative action, not preliminary investigation, 
the difficulty of relieving the regular com- 
mittees of their duties will be very much 
increased.

EQUAL RIGHTS IN ‘TRADH

To invoke the Civil Rights laws is becom- | 


ing very fashionable. Within a few days s 
holder of a ticket to an up-town theatre was re- 
fnsed his seat on account of color, and he 
threatens a civil rightsaction. Not many weeks 
ago a colored clergyman called for refreshments 
atan ice-cream saloon in Jersey City ; the pro- 
prietor refnsed to serve him, and at.last reports 
he was consulting a lawyer about suing under 
the Civil Rightslaws. Atthe South, two or three 
married, couples have been lately prosecuted 
because, contrary to the law.of thé State,. the 
husband was black and the wife white, and 
their’ lawyers have . argued that such law 
amounted to nothing, because contrary to the 
Civil Rights laws... At the North, when: the 
Jews are excluded from Saratoga or Coney 
Island hotels, they are counseled that by virtue 
of the Civil Rights laws they can insist on being 
received. The Supreme Court was engrossed a 
faw weeks ago by the question whether, since 
the Civil Rights laws, colored. men may be left 
off the jury lists. : 

What are these ‘Civil Rights laws”? There 
is a quite complex “series. of enactments 
known under this name; but the important 
‘laws which bear upon ordinary business, and 
the lotels, saloons, theatres, cars, and steam- 
boats are three. Acts of Congress of 1866 and 
1870 declare that all‘persons within the United 
States shall have the same richt in every State 
and Territory to make andenforce contracts and 
buy, own, and selt property. ‘This is understood 
to ; mot that a colored man can compel 
any one to employ him or sell to him who has 
no other objection than color, but merely that 
there shall not be, anywhere in the Union, 
any disability to-own property or do business 
founded on color; that any one willing to 
deal with colored persons may do s0 without 
fear that. the bargain can be declared null 
pecause one party was black. At the time 
when this principle was first enacted the negroes 
had. just. been made free, but various State 
laws imposed extensive and serious disabili- 
ties upon them; shd persons willing to deal 
with them could not safely de so if there was 
any State law to prevent the transactions ‘he 
ing enforced... There might be, for example, a 

‘local law: forbidding negroes to bé employed 
upon public works, in which ¢ase ‘a contractor 
‘was prevented from employing them ever if 
he wished: The objéct of the Civil Rights 
law was to enable him todo as he pleased. If, 
says Congress, a white man and a colored man 
¢an agree upon a bargain, no State law shall 
forbid their. making ‘it merely begause. one of 
them is black. 
ifthey cannot agree, if a contractor does not 
‘Wish to employ. negroes, or if a manufacturer, 
ordinary merchant, or. owner. of property does 
not wish to sell to negroes, there is no compul- 
sion. 

It ‘was under this law that the cases of mixed 
marriages were argued. In several instances, 
colored men who have married white wives‘and 
liave been prosecuted. have been defended by 
the argument that marriage is a civil contract, 
‘and thatsince colored persons have now equal 
right“ to make contracts, they. may marry. 


‘And ‘oné -or ‘two State courts -have’ 


actually so decided. But others, and the 


Fegeral courts, as far as heard from, say that. 


marriage is not one of the contracts which the 
law means to include, Itisa social condition, 
though people enter it by contracting. And be- 
sides, they say, law forbidding raixed mar- 
riages does not bear against one of the parties 
more than the other; it forbids eacl?, ahke, 
from marrying a person of opposite color. . 

In 1875 a further law was passed, saying 
that all persons are entitled to the free and 
equal enjoyment of inns, public conveyances, 
and theatres and other places of public antuse- 
ment. The ides of this law doubtless is that 
persous in the vocations named are not free to
